Most of u s wou ld agree that fu rni­ 
tu re is to t>e u sed and can ! be ov er­ 
p rotected in an av erage family . All 
the same, I v e had some nerv ou s 
moments try ing to decide how to 
clean u p an accident withou t harming 
a beau tifu l finish. 


I wish more retail fu rnitu re sales­ 
men were su fficiently k een abou t 
their p rodu ct and this cu stomer to 
hav e u p -to-date adv ice on ty p es of 
finish and their care. You simp ly 
can’t tell by look ing. 


Some manu factu rers add informa­ 
tiv e labels bu t many p ieees I see in 
stores don’t offer a clu e to care. Be­ 
cau se most of the manu factu rers 
hav e p ositiv e ideas on how to care 
for their p rodu cts, I write directly to 
the comp any for adv ice if the store 
can't help me. 
The majority of fu rnitu re made 
today is finished with a p rotectiv e 
lacq u er. In mu ch of the new fu rni­ 
tu re, a flatting agent has been added 
to rep rodu ce the soft du ll sheen of 
an ex p ensiv e hand-ru bbed finish in 
moderately p riced fu rnitu re. The p ro­ 
tectiv e lacq u ers also may be u sed 
ov er p ieces which hav e been oil- 
finished first or p ainted or antiq u ed 
white. 
In any case, where there is a p ro­ 
tectiv e lacq u er finish, the p rincip al ad­ 
v ice for care is to wax it. What k ind 
or ty p e of wax recommended v aries 
with the mak er. For the new' flat 
finishes, for ex amp le, a du ll-sheen 
cream wax is su ggested. Other lac­ 
q u ered finishes may be wax ed with 
p aste or liq u id. 
Liq u ids are easier to u se bu t mu st 
be u sed more often. Paste wax mu st 
be ap p lied with a soft cloth in thin 
coat and bu ffed with v igor. Use only 
soft cloths for any wax ing and al­ 
way s bu ff with the grain. 
When tho inev itable accidents oc­ 
cu r, I was adv ised to wip e u p sp ills 
or stick iness with a soft cloth tightly 
wru ng ou t in water. If this doesn’t 
do the trick , u se a mild soap and 
rinse with damp cloth and bu ff dry 
at once.

NEW YORK CP)— One o f the biggest guessing games 
to day is ho w co nsumers will spend their mo ney . To tal in­ 
co mes are higher. So me businesses and serv ices are pro fit­ 
ing. But so me fear they are being passed by . And this is no 
time to be passed by because to day the co nsumer, ev en mo re 
than go v ernment, is calling the tune o n the eco no my . 
The pattern o f co nsu mer spend ing 
changes as inco mes go u p. Bu t tasles 
also change q u ickly and u nex pected ­ 
ly , 
as 
many 
bu sinessman 
hav e 
learned to their jo y o r so rro w. 
The 
stu ggle 
to 
pregu ess 
these 
changes, o r to sell mo re o f o ne ty pe 
o f go o d s o r serv ice than ano ther, 
gro ws keener d aily . So me firms try 
mo tiv atio nal research to see why co n­ 
su mers bu y what they d o . Others take 
po lls o f what co nsu mers say they 
plan to bu y . Tile pro v en incentiv e o f 
ad v ertising is getting clo ser attentio n 
and the sales pitch rn many cases is 
mo re etnd ent. 


Fo o ls Brains 


And still the co nsu mer o ften fo o ls 
the best bu siness brains. 
General trend s can be traced . In 
the last d ecad e the big gains in spend ­ 
ing o f d ispo sable inco me after tax es 
went 
to perso nal 
care, 
inclu d ing 
transpo rtatio n, fo reign trav el, and to 
religio u s activ ities, fo llo wed clo sely 
by health, ed u catio n and recreatio n. 
The changes in the d ecad e are 
marked . Translated into 1960 d o llars 
that is, the d o llar's pu rchasing po wer 
in I96 0) per capita d ispo sable in­ 
co me in 195 0 was $1,674 a y ear and 
it ro se 16 per cent to $1,960. 


Bu t in the ten y ears spend ing the 
basic necessities o f fo o d , clo thing and 
ho u sing went u p o nly 7 per tent, fro m 
$915 in 195 0 to $98 0 in 1960. Put an- 
o ther way , the necessities to o k half 
o f the per capita inco me rn 1960, co m­ 
pared with 5 5 per cent in 195 0, fo r a 
9 per cent d ro p in this ratio n in the 
d ecad e. The figu res are based o n 
Co mmerce Department breakdo wns 
o f perso nal co nsu mptio n. 
Other co nsu mer ex pend itu res were 
rising 23 per cent, fro m $68 4 m 195 0 
to $8 41 in 1960. 
B ide Kange 
The sam e 23 per cent rise also is 
sho wn in o v er-al) prices. Bu t there 
was a wid e range in this — fo r ex ­ 
ample, med ical co sts wo nt u p 47 per 
cent and prices o f appliances d ro pped 
15 per cent. 
In 1969 fo o d was still the largest 
single catego ry o f co nsu mer spend ­ 
ing, so me $70 billio n o u t o f to tal ex ­ 
pend itu res o f $319 billio n. Bu t in the 
d ecad e per capita spend ing fo r fo o d 
d ro pped 2 3 per cent, d o u btless be­ 
cau se o f the increased nu mber o f the 
v ery y o u ng and the eld erly . 
The big percentage ju mps in spend ­ 
ing w ert in the field s where peo ple 
hav e mo re cho ice than they d o in the 
case o f bu y ing fo o d . Perso nal bu s­ 
iness, transpo rtatio n and religio u s ac­ 
tiv ities increased 24 per cent. The big­ 
gest ju mp in this catego ry was fo r 
fo reign trav el, u p 84 per cent. Spend ­ 


ing fo r health, ed u catio n and recrea­ 
tio n went u p 23 per cent.

fo u nd . 


Bu t this theo ry break d o wn when 
o ne is co nfro nted with the facts. 
The tru th is that the white co llar 
serf is prey to mo re strange ill­ 
nesses—kno wn 
and 
u nkno wn—than 
y o u can find in mo st ho spitals. If 
he can’t co me d o wn with a d isease 
listed in the med ical d ictio nary , he 
d ev elo ps a wo nd erfu l new priv ate 
d isease o f his v ery o wn—as any 
perso nnel d irecto r can testify . 
If yo u glance aro u nd y o u r o wn 
bu siness firm, y o u ’ll pro bably read ­ 
ily spo t ex amples o f the fo llo wing 
co mmo n o ffice wo rker’s o ccu patio n­ 
al ailments: 
“ One-Day Pneu mo nia” — Often 
acco mpanied by sy mpto ms strikingly 
similar to tho se o f a hango v er, it 
strikes its v ictims o n Mo nd ay mo rn­ 
ing and prev ents them fro m co m­ 
ing to wo rk. Ho wev er, it also o ften 
strikes o n Frid ay s amo ng wo rkers 
who want a lo nger weekend . 
“Two -Day Flu ” — Po pu lar with 
emplo y es who fo nd ly kid themselv es 
that if they take bo th Mo nd ay and 
Tu esd ay o ff no bo d y will su spect that 
all they really had wro ng was a 
hango v er o n Mo nd ay . 
“ Viru s X” — Pro bably the mo st 
reliable o f all o ffice ailments, as 
it enables o ne to stay ho me a week 
o r IO d ay s witho u t creating u nd u e 
su spicio n. 
“ Viru s Y” — Fo r tho se with a

Q—My little girl eats ev ery thing but 
what I pu t befo re her. Chalk, cray o ns, 
wallpaper and ev en wo rse. And the 
mo re I pu nish her, the wo rse she 
gets. If I pu t her to bed witho ut sup­ 
per, she gets u p d u ring the night and 
we find her stu ffing all so rts o f things 
in her mo u th. Hav e y o u 
ev er heard o f 
su ch a thing? And w hat are we to do ? 
A—The co nd itio n o f 
a perv erted ap­ 
petite is no t u nu su al. Yo u d id no t 
state the age o f the child . Bu t, if she 
is o nly three o r fo u r y ears o ld and 
the habit is o f recent o rigin, y o u 
might try igno ring it fo r a few mo re 
weeks. If it is no t an “ attentio n-get­ 
ting” d ev ice that will d isappear when 
it fails to achiev e its pu rpo se, then 
y o u ’d better take her to y o u r d o cto r 
fo r referral to a trained psy chiatrist. 
(|—I am a high scho o l stu d ent and 
my classmates and I wo u ld like to 
kno w ho w y o u co u ld be so su re that 
blo o d cells liv e o nly three mo nths. 
A—The life o f red blo o d cells (ery ­ 
thro cy tes) can be d etermined with 
great accu racy by tagging them with 
a rad io activ e element and then test­ 
ing fo r rad io activ ity . When this is 
d o ne, the life span o f the ind iv id u al 
cell appro x imates 120 d ay s. At the 
end o f this time, the cell is taken 
apart and reco nstru cted with su ch ef­ 
ficiency that the o nly lo ss is a tiny 
amo u nt o f iro n that is easily mad e 
u p fro m d ietary so u rces. No w if y o u 
and y o u r classm ates want to get 
so me id ea o f the wo nd ers o f the hu ­ 
man bo d y , get o u t pencil and paper 
and figu re ho w many o f the estimated 
to tal o f 30 trillio n ery thro cy tes in an 
ad u lt hu man are taken apart and pu t 
to gether again ev ery minu te o f ev ery 
d ay . Or, to simplify y o u r calcu latio ns, 
ev ery seco nd o f ev ery minu te! 
Q—What can be d o ne fo r lo w blo o d 
pressu re? Ev ery time I am ex amined 
I ’m to ld my pressu re is lo w 
but no th­ 
ing is ev er d o ne to raise it. 
A—If y o u are q u ite well, as I mu st 
assu me since y o u state no co m­ 
plaints, y o u may rejo ice that y o u r 
blo o d pressu re is lo w, meaning that 
it is belo w the statistical av erage bu t 
apparently no rmal fo r y o u . Do n’t 
wo rry if the d o cto r d o es no thing to 
raise it. Ho wev er, if y o u su ffer d is­ 
tress that may be attribu table to 
lo w’ tensio n, y o u might no te the ef­ 
fects o f d aily ex ercise to raise y o u r 
mu scle to ne and o f firm co rsettmg 
aru i elastic sto ckings to speed the re­ 
tu rn flo w o f blo o d .

In the 14th century , feudalism was definitely 
breaking up. In many cases, mo ney pay ments 
bad replaced perso nal serv ice o n the part o f 
v assals to their lo rds. No w, gunpo wder and 
weapo ns such as the canno n were making fo rti­ 
fied castles o bso lete. 
A near fatal blo w to the sy stem was the 
terrify ing Black Death which rav aged Euro pe. 
An estimated 25 millio n died o f it o n the co n­ 
tinent, perhaps a third o f the po pulatio n. The 
result was great eco no mic dislo catio n and civ il 
chao s. In France the plague, to gether with tax es 
impo sed during the insane Hundred Years’ 
War with England , cau sed a peasant u prising 
in 135 8 —the J acquerie—which was ruthless­ 
ly suppressed.

In England the plague wiped o ut abo ut half 
the peo ple, leav ing a sho rtage o f labo r and 
demands fo r higher wages. Here, to o , an at­ 
tempt to fix wages at their fo rmer lev el and 
a head tax o n all perso ns o v er 12 unleashed 
a rev o lt rn 138 1 that nearly to ppled the go v ern­ 
ment. This was the Peasants’ Rev o lt, led by 
W at Ty ler. 
An army o f 100,000 angry farmers sto rmed 
Lo ndo n, burning ho uses and tax reco rds and 
besieging the y o uthful King Richard II in the 
To wer. The rev o lt was put do wn by treachery 
o n the king’s part, Ty ler was killed and no 
immediate gains were achiev ed. 
Also in England at this time came v o ices 
speaking o ut against co rruptio n in the church 
and ex cesses o f the no bility . Chief amo ng them 


was J o hn Wy elifFe, translato r o f the Bible into 
the co mmo n to ngue. His pleas fo r so cial as 
well as clerical refo rm attracted fo llo wers all 
o v er Euro pe. 
Wy e! iff e s v iews were seco nded by J o hn 
Huss, a priest in Prague. Huss was bro ught to 
trial fo r heresy during the Co uncil o f Co n­ 
stance in 1415. This was a meeting called to 
heal a schism in the church which at o ne time 
saw three riv al po pes. Co ndemned, Huss was 
burned at the stake. To the end. he maintained, 
like So crates befo re him and o thers after him, 
that mo ral autho rity was so mething each man 
must determine in his o wn heart. It co uld no t 
be decreed by men o r institutio ns that hap­ 
pened to hav e po wer.
